Falcons’ NSL record against South Melboume is one that causes great angst 
among local supporters, because as the record shows not one single victory has 
been recorded by the Falcons in 18 NSL matches played. 


Two of those games constitute Falcons’ only appearances to date in NSL finals, 
both of which were won by South Melboume.

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This has been an historic season in the long, proud history of 
South Melbourne and one in which they did Australian soccer 
proud with their exploits at the inougural FIFA World Club 
Championship. The tournament, 
held in Brazil during January, 
pitted South against giants of 
World football, Vasco da Gama 
and Manchester United, and 
Necoxa of Mexico. 

South lost all three matches it 
played but was far from disgraced 
Qs it represented our region before 
a huge worldwide TV audience. So 
the players who tonight will line 
up against Gippsland Falcons, just 
a few weeks ago did bottle with 
the likes of Romario, Edmundo 
ond Beckham. 

South Melbourne earned their

The club, formed in 1959 from a merger of three existing clubs, 
is one of only three to have played in the NSL every year since 
its inception in 1977 The oldest of the merged clubs, South 
Melbourne United, dates back to the 1930s, playing on pitches 
that now form part of the Grand Prix circuit. 

Some of Australia’s greatest ever players have played for South 
Melbourne including our very own captain, Mehmed Durakovic, 
and also the likes of Alan Davidson, Poul Wode, Jim Armstrong 
and the late Jim MacKay. 


South not yet back 
in the groove 


During the early part of this season South Melbourne looked to 
have the World tournament on their minds, as the reigning NSL 
champions struggled to find the form that took them to Brazil 
in the first place. However they still managed 
to beat Gippsland 3-0 in Round 4, as they 
continued their NSL domination over the 
Falcons. 

The team’s other early results were o mixed 
bag, however, and South found itself in 
unfamiliar territory in the lower half of the NSL 
ladder by the time it left for its Brazilian 
adventure. The first match following the team's 
return caused many eyebrows to be raised os 
the reigning champions suffered a shock 0-6 
defeat at the hands of Sydney Olympic. South 
soon proved thot that result was something of 
an aberration though when they beat the 
same opponents just a few days later at the 
Bob Jane Stadium. Results since then show 
though that the team may still be suffering 
some South American hangover as the team impressed with a 
fine 2-0 home win against high flying Newcastle Breakers, but 
then just last week fell 3-1 to Auckland Kingz, also at home. 
Among the current squad ore current Olyroos Con Blatsis, 
Michoel Curcija and George Goutzoulis — all “LG Under-23s” 
who hope to represent Australia at the Olympic Games later 
this year. Others of note include NZ international Vaughan 
Coveny who played his 200th NSL match last weekend, Paul 
Trimboli (pictured), David Clarkson, Goran Lozanovski and 
Fousto De Amicis - all class ployers. 

Curcija leads the goalscoring with an impressive 12 goals, while 
Coveny and John Anastosiadis have hit the net 5 times apiece.
